THE CLOSING OF THE FIRST CIRCLE 


Those phenomena that are created by those who are in- 
terested in creating autonomous-aesthetic phenomena who 
consciously address themselves to the creation of a par- 
ticular artwork before a potentially aesthetically-in- 
strumental fulcrum position of a dialectical psychical 
lever for the creation of a given potential work of art 
has announced itself to the creator in question like 
those phenomena that are created by those who are in- 
terested in creating autonomous-aesthetic phenomena who 
do not regard the transformation of that phenomenon which 
announced itself at first closing into an autonomous-aes- 
thetic phenomenon as an undertaking requiring the use of 
the conscious analytical human mind are not in most in- 
stances autonomous-aesthetic phenomena. Think for ex- 
ample about those phenomena that are created so to speak 
by Sunday painters and Sunday writers and Sunday archi- 
tects and Sunday others and know that Sunday painters 

and Sunday writers and Sunday architects and Sunday others 
are in varying degrees erroneously convinced (1) that 
prior to first closing the creation of an autonomous-aes- 
thetic phenomenon is a conscious undertaking (2) 

that subsequent to first closing the transformation of 
that phenomenon that announced itself at first closing 
into an autonomous-aesthetic phenomenon is an undertak- 
ing not requiring the use of the conscious analytical 
human mind (3) that an autonomous- aesthetic phenomenon 

is an aggregate that is to say a whole that is nothing 
more nothing less than the sum of its parts (4) that an 
autonomous~-aesthetic phenomenon can be created by all 
those persons who are interested in doing so provided they are 
willing to devote the necessary amount of time to that 
endeavor (5) that a first closing can in effect be willed 
by he or she who is interested in creating an autonomous- 
aesthetic phenomenon (6) that a potentially aesthetical- 
ly-instrumental position of a dialectical psychical lever 
for the creation of a given potential work of art and a 
rudimentary formalization of that which may become an 
autonomous-aesthetic phenomenon do not announce them- 
selves simultaneously to the potential creator of au- 
tonomous-aesthetic phenomena (7) that the potential cre- 
ator's dialectical psychical perspective with reference 
to a given potential content for art announces itself to 
that creator before that nonautonomous-nonaesthetic phe- 
nomenon which may become an autonomous-aesthetic phe- 
nomenon announces itself to the consciousness of the po- 
tential creator of a work of art (8) that one can speak of 
the content of an artwork without at the same time speak- 
ing of the form of that autonomous- aesthetic phenomenon.
